LEWISTON - Four Idaho men have fin- 
ished a 450-mile symbolic swim down the 
Salmon and part of the Snake River, ques- 
tioning the value of the first salmon-killing 
hydroelectric dam they encountered at 
their journey’s end. 

The foursome following the migration 
of juvenile sockeye salmon on Tuesday 
readied Boyer Park at Lower Granite Dam 
near Lewiston after emboridng on July 1 . 

Whereas the river’s current had carried 
them for most of the trip, it took them five 
days to swim the lost 32 miles because of 
the reservoir behind Lower Granite dam. 

“TTie last five days were a ni^tmare," 
said swimmer Gail Ater, a school coun- 
selor in Buhl. “Now I see why so many 
young salmon die in these tes^oirs.”

tire expedition which started at Redfish 
Lake in Stanley Basin, where the salmon 
spawn. Lwer Granite is the first of ei^t 
dams before ^ beleaguered fish reach the 
Pacific Ocean. 

During tbeir 25-day journey, the human 
smolts confronted rapids and icy Whitewa- 
ter. Th^ averaged more than 20 miles per 
day, at times reaching speeds of 8 mph, 
before reaching the eastern edge of Lower 


Granite Reservoir Friday. 

Swimmer Jamie James of Boise 
dreamed up the Sockeye Survival Swim to 
bring attention to the endangered fish. 

- “After swimming the reservoir and rid- 
ing the locks, 1 can’t help but ask if these 
dams ore worth it," James said. Also on 
the swim were Roy Akins, of Jerome, and, 
Paul Lundgren. 

“The four lower Snake River dams pro- 
vide no flo^ control, no irrigation storage 
and limited electricity, and they’re exter- 
minating the salmon." 

The swimmers advocate drawing down 
the reservoirs to speed the current and 
spilling of water to get salmon and steel- 
head trout past the dams. 

When they were not swimming, they 
discussed the salmon issue with locals 
along the route. 

“We've bod a great time, and just about 
everybody we met encouraged us on the 
swim," Ater said.

Navy gains 
in nuclear 
waste battle

'The Navy has picked up another victory 
in its campaign to resume dumping highly 
'radioactive waste from its nuclear war- 
ships at the Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory. 

A thw-judge panel of the 9th U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals agreed late Tuesday 
to expedite consideration of the Navy ap- 
peal of the federal court ban that has ’ 
blocked all but 3? waste shipments since 
June 1993. 

' The action came'only hours after the 
House Appropriations Committee adopted 
legislation that would void that federal 
court ban beginning Oct. 1 over state ob- 
jections as long as Defense Secretary 
William Perry certified that good faith ne- 
gotiations with the statc'failcd to resolve 
its opposition. 

In a three-sentence order, the appellate 
court agreed to hold formal arguments in 
the appeal In mid-September in .Seattle, 
^lier this month, it had refused to expe- 
dite the proceedings and had set the argu- 
mentSTor November, 

But while the expedited appeal of 
Lodge’s ruling is another boost for the! 
Navy, the schedule set by the court would 
probably not yield a ruling prior to Oct. 1, 
when the congressional legislation would 
take effect. 

And while the congressional override 
still needs the approval of the full House 
and Senate, Idaho oftlcials conceded it 
will be adopted unless the state con negoti- 
ate some Idnd of settlement with the Navy. 

“While I can’t predict, I can tell you it’s 
going to be tough,” Republican Sen. Dirk 
Kempthonic said in a telephone call to 
KIDO radio early Wednesday. “It puts us 
in n very bad spot. But the elements arc 
there that we can work something out.” ' 

Those talks arc under way, and Gov. 
Phil Bntt has spent the post week tiying to 
pave the way for public acceptance of re- 
sumed dumping at the Idaho National En- 
gineering Laboratory in a state where one. • 
poll showed nearly 90 percent of the peo- 
ple opposed to further radioactive storage 
■ atlNEL. 

The Navy has asked the court to allow 
immediately 12 shipments of waste — six 
from’^c aircraft carrier Nimitz so it can be 
refueled and returned to the fleet and six 
from a cruiser and five submarines that arc 
being taken out of service completely! 

Ato.' Bruce DcMars, head of the Naval 
Nuclear Propulsion Program, has advised 
the courts that another 12 shipments con- 
nected with the Nimitz refueling and the

Energy lack 
saps brain cells

BAR HARBOR, Maine — Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease and other ogc-rclated brain disorders may 
be the result of a catastrophic energy shortage 
that develops in the brain os tiny chemical fires 
inside nerve cells flicker and go dark, a re- 
searcher said Wednesday. 

Examinations of the brains'of people who have 
died of Alzheimer's or Huntington’s disease 
. hove found elevated levels of genetic mutations 
in the chemical powerhouses called mitochon- 
* dria, said Douglas C. Wallace of the Emory Uni- 
versity School of Medicine in Atlanta. 

“It’s well established that our energy c'apacify 
declines with age," Wallace said . “The brain is 
the o rga n most reliant on CTierg y."

run-out of energy;wlth-aging could-heip explain -• 

_.jwhy .people who Inherit, a disease such as , 
Aldeimer’s don’t show symptoms untU late'ih ' 
life, W^toce said.

Continued from A1 
strayed by the review agencies and 
Coopcr-Lccky Architects, the firm 
chosen to plan the memorial.

But in the interim, the 
Commission of Fine Arts approved 
the plan, then later rejected it as 
having too many elements. The ini- 
tial concept, involved 38 soldiers, 
symbolizing the North Korean 
Army’s crossing of the 38th parallel 
into South Korea, inciting the war. 
*The design was scaled back to 19 
soldiers. , 

OnJune 14, 1992, Pn»ident Bush 
broke ground f&r the memorial qn a 
2J2-acre plot of former marshland at 
the foot of the Lincoln Memorial. 

The Korean ,War Veterans 
Memorial is neither static nor ab- 
stract. The column of soldiers is a 
vivid memorial. . . , 


“Placed dynamically on a trian- 
gular field of low juniper shrubs 
and cast in stainless steel ai a scale 
slightly larger than life, these gray, 
wa^ troopers unself-consciously 
invite the empathy of all viewers; 
veteran and non-veteran alike," 
Forgey wrote. 

To the soldiers’ right is a black 
granite wall, reminiscent of the 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial, across 
the reflecting pool to the north. But 
rather than names of the war dead, 
the wall at the Korean memorial is a 
mural sandblasted into the rock. 
Based on photographs of those who 
served, the mural is a montage of 
the support troops — drivers and 
medics, nurses'and chaplains >— 
and the'equipment they used. 

“Every time I bring a Korean vet- 
eran down there, .he sees himself in 
the wall," said JUiy Donnelly, a vol- 
unteer woricer with the Korean War 
Veterans Memorial Dedication 
Foundation who was an infantry- 


man in Korea. ‘Tve seen myself 
several times. ... I’ve seen my bud- 
dies in the wall.” 

Ray Dovis, a retired Marine gen- 
eral who is chairman of the founda- 
tion, said he thinks this will be “a 
positive, uplifting, permanent Idnd 
of memorial.’* 

Korea was a bloody ground war 
that presaged such future conflicts 
os Vietnam and Bosnia. . It marked 
the first time on international force 
was gathered to fight under the 
-U.N. flag. And it was this nation's 
first military action to thwart the 
spread of communism. 

“When the Korean War came 
along, we didn't ask any questions. 
We went,” recalled Lorry Dicker- 
son, of Belton, Mo., who over- 
hauled aircraft for the Navy during 
the 1950-53 conflict. “And when it 
was dver, we came home, we ... 
went to work, raised famiiies, got 
jobs.

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Lavraiakers hear different 
accounts of Foster office search 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate Whitewater Committee 
grappled Wednesday with irrecon- 
cilable accounts of a search of 
-Vincent Foster’s office the night of 
his death. 

A Secret Service officer testified 
Hillary Rodham Clinton’s top aide' 
removed documents. She insisted 
she did not. “That night was not' 
about documents,” testified 
Margaret Williams, the first lady’s 
chief of staff. She disputed the rec- 
ollections of Secret Service officer 
Henry P. O’Neill that she had car- 
ried a stack of papers from the 
office suite. 

Testifying with equal certainty, 
O’Neill said. ’’I'm not in any doubt 
about it.” 

To bolster Ms. Williams' testi-^ 
mony, the White House released 
the results of.a lie detector test 
administered by Whitewater prose- 
cutors in whieh she denied remov- 
ing documents from Foster's ofTice 
the night of July 20, 1993. 

- She passed that test, and a later 
one as well, her lawyer, Edward 
Dennis, testified. 

Seriate Republicans ore explor- 
ing whether presidential aides tried 
to hide sensitive documents in 
Foster’s office from the investigat- 
ing police — a charge repeatedly 
denied by the White House. 

Ms. Williams was also ques- 
tioned about her now well-known 
role in removing files, including 
documents about the Clintons’ 
Whitewater investment and other 
personal financial matters, from 
Foster’s office two days after the' 
death. 

She explained that after police 
investigating Foster’s suicide were 
allowed into his office on July 22, 
she was summoned by thcn->^itc 
House counsel Bernard Nussbaum

Hillary Rodham Clinton's aide 
to pick up the files and turn them 
over to the Clintons' personal 
lawyer. 

Msl Williams said she stored the 
files in a closet in the Clintons’ 
personal, residence at the White 
House for several days before they 
were turned over to the lawyer. . 

Republicans asked her repeated- 
ly to explain that. 

Ms. Williams said there was 
nothing sinister about it, that the 
delay was due to fatigue, the emo- 
tional distress over Foster’s death 
and the fact that she was about to 
travel to Arkansas for Foster’s 
funeral. 


Earlier, Republicans led O’Neill, 
the uniformed Secret Service offi- 
cer, through what he saw os griev- 
ing White House aides went in and 
out of Foster’s ofTIcxthc night his 
body was found in a suburban 
park. 

O’Neill, clearly uncomfortable 
in the spotlight, testified he saw 
Ms. Williams emerge from the 
suite of White House offices that 
included Foster’s with a stack of 
file folders that she then took to 
her own office. 

He said Ms. Williams was “car- 
rying, in-hcr onns and'her hands, 
what I would describe as file fold- 
ers.” 

“She walked past me ... and 
storied to enter her office, and she 
had to brace the folders on her 
aims against a cabinet. She came 
out a few moments later and 
locked her office,” he said. 

At the time of his suicide, Foster 
was woriting on a variety of per- 
sonaljegal matters for President 
and Mrs. Clinton, including tax 
matters involving the Whitewater 
real estate venture. 

O’Neill said he remained silent 
- about what he saw until he was 
questioned by Whitewater prosecu- 
tors lost spring. 

Ms. Williams was equally force- 
ful in denying she remov^ docu- 
ments that night. “I took nothing 
•from Vince’s office,” she testified. 
“I did not look at, inspect, or 
remove any documents.” 

The White House has long 
acknowlepgcd that Ms. Williams, 
Nussbaum and presidential aide 
Palsy TTiomasson briefly searched

Dr. Jeffrey Friedman of the Howard 
Hughes Medical Institute at Rockefeller 
University said the research in three labs 
' proves that a hormone he calls “leptin” 
forces the bodyto bum excess fat, while 
having no apparent elTect on lean tissue. 
**TTie protein resulted in almost a complete 
disappearance of body fat in these mice.” 


He said it is still not known, however, if 
the hormone is safe for long>tam use and he 
emphosi^ that ”exercise and dieting is sdll 
the only recommended way of wei^t con- 
trol.

The hormone Icpho. a itame, derived from 
the Greek word for “thin," is a protein that is 
natmaily produced by a gene cmled ob. This 
gene, first cloned last year by Friedman’s 
lab,'plays a k^ role m the bote’s control of 
its own wet(^t. Researchers found that a

Sudh mice 
also lack the hormone leptin. 

In the new research, scientists found that 
ob mice injected with ^ots of leptin quickly 
began losing fat cells, ate' less food, spent 
more time exercising and generally became 
healthier. “It was very, very rapid," said 
Friedman, Within two wwks, he said, most- 
of the extremely fat mice reduced their body 
weight by about 30 percent. And even nor- 
mal mice experimeed a steep loss of body 
fat, he ^d.

• It offers lecture^^style classes - up to 1 90 

swdents in some cases. The Buhl academy 
last year had 35 students of all ages in its 
only class. .f ' ' 

• Some classes ore so huge that hands-on, 
in-class projects ore nearly impossible. 

■ Stunts attend school four hours a day, 
three days a week. 

That runs counters to current public 
school philosophies, which stress smaller 
classes, hands-on teaming and more time 
q>cnt in the classroom. 

Yet academy directors and former stu- 


dents swear their academy works. Directors 
point to its swelling numbers - 65 schools 
across foe country last year and another 1 1 
added within the post week, one of them in 
Twin Falls. Last year they drew 3,500 stu- 
dents nationwide and this year expect to top 
5,000. 

* Richoid Rush, academy vice president in 
Cedar City, Utah, touted the academic 
prowess and growth of his students. They 
pass through one academic year every 90 
days, based on General Equivalency - 
Diploma qieasurcmcnts.'he said. Students 
have graduated as young as 14 and often go 
on to college. 

“It’s working,’’ Rush said. "If it were not, 
we’d be doing something difrerenlly.’’ 
.Directors link the academy's growing 
. popularity to. a unique approach to educa- 
tion. They use the principle approach, which 
encourages children to do their own research 


and incorporates God and the Bible into 
instruction. 

They also encourage parents to attend the 
school as students.- they want one.adiill for 
every six students, Rush said. 

"It just makes o diiTerence in the class- 
room," he said. "It adds a feeling of maturi- 
ty." 

■ He estimates that between 5 and 10 per- 
cent of his students are parents. 

Shcrrcl Olsen of Biinl attended class lost 
year olongsidc two of-hcr children and two 
grandchildren. 

“I relished the opportunity to be a student 
in that school,” she said. "I learned more in 
that one year than In all my school years put 
together.” 

Studying with children didn’t detract 
from intellectual' stimulation, she said. 
"I found them to just be delightful 
because of the learning environment 


that’s maintained in that school." 

This year she’ll return' as the school's only

The Buhl class, held in an exercise room 
with mirrors, barres and hardwood floor, 
drew so many Twin Falls snidents that direc- 
tors decided to add another academy in 
Twin Falls. 

Deanna Crancr, who ’.vill run the school, . 
said she expects qbou) 30 students will pay 
$1 10 each a month for nine months. Adults 
pay S95 a month. All studcnts*pay for their 
own books and materials. Crancr expects to 
decide on a buildi;ig for.thc school within 
the next 10 days. 

Ben Franklin Academy is a blend of home 
schooling and private education. Olsen said. - 
The abbreviated school week means stu-

Harry Reid, D-Ncv.,' 
sought to retain the restriction but 
backed away when told fie would be 
defeated in the subcommittee. 

Eliminating that restriction could 
be the only way Idaho will be able 
to avoid long-term^resumption of 
nuclear waste shipments to the 
INEL, which state officials concede 
is currently the only facility capable 
of handling spent radioactive fuel 
from nuclear worships. Waste ship-

readme Oct. 1 under legislation . 
approved, by . the House.’- 
Appropriations ^mmittee. 

The Senate bill has more money 
for renewable energy programs such 
as solar and wind power, and would 
provide $70 million to continue a 
program to.help Russia improve 
safety in its 'nuclear programs. The 
House bad elimiiuted money for the 
Russian program. 

Both the ^ouse and Senate ver- 
sions call for ending a $20 million 
program for developing a gas-cooled 
helium reactor that suppo.rters 
argued could be used to bum pluto- 
nium. ■ ■ .

Bureau of Reclamation, irr^adon 
district discuss project transfers 


ISLAND PARK (AP) — Federal 
water managers want lo moke Island 
Park Reservoir Idaho's test case for 
transferring government water pro- 
jects into private hands. 

Given the intense recreational inter- 
est in the lake and the stretch of the 
Henry's Fork that it feeds, Island Park 
Reservoir bffers the government a 
chance to test the notion that anirriga- 
tion district can manage a project with 
.the public in mind. . _ 

A U.S. Bureau of Reclarruidbn pro- 
posal to give the reservoir to the 1 ,700 
farmers it was built to serve in the 
Fremont-Madison Irrigation District 
“opens up all sorts of interesting 
opportunities for better management 
up here,” said Jan Brown, executive 
director of the Henry’s Fork 
Foundation. 

Por instance, the .bureau could 
require the iirigation district 'to main- 
tain the reservoir at a a minimum 
level that would boost winter river 
flbws'for trout and trumpeter swans 
and prevent mud spilling into the river 
as it did in 1992. 

I Winter flows now often dip wcil 
below the Idaho Department of Fish 
and Game's recommendation for 500 
cubic feet per second. 

.The Bureau of Reclamation is con- 


sidering a requiremenLitbat at least 

10.000 acre-feet of the reservoir’s 

137.000 acre-foot water capacity be 
maintained os a condition of transfer- 
ring title to the irrigotion district 

In return, the farmers would gain 
control of several wells that were 
drilled as {lart of the former Teton 
Dam irrigation project, and could use 
them to moke up for the water held 
back in the reservoir. - , : 

The bureau's regional director said 
his agency and the irrigation district 
have entered informal negotiations 
that could result in both die fedml 
government and irrigators saving 
money. 

Besides paying a portion of operat- 
ing and maintenance costSrJohn Keys 
said his agency monitors pesticide 
levels and other envirorimental con- 
cerns in reservoir and associated 
canals. The irrigation district said it 
pays 79 percent of upkeep costs, or 
about $70,000 per year. 

Keys said it may take coegressiona] 
action and as long os three years to 
accomplish the transfer. 

Under jhe burcau'.s propbsal, the 
Fremont-Madison Irrigation District 
also would gain control of Orassy- 
Loke, a small reservoir just south erf’- 
Yellowstone National Pork that also 


'drains tov^rd the Heory’S'Fork. 

Formers paid off the $2.7 million 
debt on both federally financed pro- 
jects by 1979. Island Pork Reservoir 
was completed in the mid-1930s. 

A'Greater Yellowstone Coalition 
spokesmen said he:was concerned 
transferring the reservoir into private 
hands could reduce public infiuence

BOISE (AP) — The slowing of 
Idoho''a economic expansion imy 
be combining .with a somewhat 
. more conservative electorate to 
dampen the state’s commitment 
to the environment, according to 
a new public opinion survey 
. released on Wednesday. ' 

But the sixth annual Idaho- 
Public Policy Opinion Survey', 
conducted this winter by the 
Boise State University Survey 
Reseorch Center, found the shift 
to be relatively subtle and not 
directly alignediwith the rhetoric 
espoused by] some of. the 
Republicans swept into office last 
fall in the v^orst electoral defeat 
for Idaho Democrats in genera- 
tions. • ? 

'The poll of over 600 randomly 
selected' respondents statewide 
found overwhelming public 
opposition to any scheme that 
would privatize federal lands in 
Idaho and a decisive plurality 
backing *tthe controversial Idaho 
Plan for. drawing down lower 
Snake River reservoirs in eastern 
Washington to restore endan- 
gered salmon runs. 

Conservative Congressman 
Helen Chcooweth and Secretary 
of State Pete Cenarrusa have 
been at the forefront on the cam- 
paign fbr state and local takeover, 
of federal lands throughout 
Idaho, white. *- nearly all 
Republican leaders have opposed 
the Idaho Plan and key 
appointees of Gov. Ph1l Batt 
assured it would not be imple- 
mented. 

The poll, which had a margin 
of error qf plus or minus two to 
four percentage points depending 
on the respondents involved jn 
the specific question, found over 
71 percent objecting to federal 
. 'lands takeover while just 14 per- 
cent supported it- 

With 72 petceni of the respon- 
dents favoring salmon restora- 
tion, the survey said 47.5 pereent 
specifically- supported the draw- 
.down plan while only 29.4 per- 
cent opposed it. The rest were 
unsure. 


Two-thirds even said they, 
wojild make monthly financial - 
contributions to the salmon : 
. recovery effort — and two-thirds 
of them would spend at leut $2 0 • 
month. ' ■ 

And at a time when the politi- 
cal irhetoric has been for less 
spending on environmcntol pro- .. 
tection, the survey found a sli^t 
rise in support for more spending 
in that area in Idaho — up to just, 
'over 31 percent from lost year’s 
low of 28 percent. Public suppore 
for increased spending on envi- 
ronmentol protection, based on 
' the six surveys, came in 1991 at 
40 percent. 

And only 45 percent of those 
surveyed disagreed that environ- 
mental protection should contin- 
ue regardless of the cost. A year 
ago that number was 53 percent. 

But while more Idahoans still 
believe the state’s • natural 
resources should be managed 
with emphasis on protecting the 
environment rather than mokihg 
thCj economy grow, that bloc 
slipped to 49 percent from 56 
percent.a year ago and a high of 
<61 percent in 1990. 

And 68 percent agreed with the 
members of the congressional 
delegation that the Endangered 
Species Act should be modified 
so, that costs of species recovery 
are takeil into consideration and 
balanced against any benefiu. 

In other areas, the survey 
results were little changed from a 
year ago'. Public schools. . law 
^’enforcement and children’s ser- 
vices remained top spending pri- 
orities. The public still believes < 
local government is the most 
responsive and provides the most 
services for the cash invested, but 
it still thinks the property tax that 
finances local government isThe : 
most onerous of all taxes. 

‘ Growth remained the most 
important problem facing Idaho 
for the second straight year. 
Oddly, in 1993 the survey found 
economic development to be the < 
most serious problem in the 
minds of Idahoans. 


Tribal leaders support Senate gaimng bill 


Law catches Lewiston officials by suipri^ 


■ WASHINGTON (AP) — Tribal 
leaders ore endorsing Senate legis- 
lation they believe wiU4fl«lp 
resolve disputes over gambling 
with stole officials while protect- 
ing the growing Indian casino 
industry. 

Indian officials told a Senate 
panel this week thot they want to 
preserve much of the.exihting 
Indian Goming Regulatory Act 
thot has enabled them to build an 
industry with estimated annual 
revenues of $2.6 billion. 

But they were willing to accept 


limitations in the bill because they 
cannot risk losing the jobs, or 
money, fof education and housing, 
generated by gambling.' 

“We don’t want to be in a posi- 
tion where all (his success is taken 
away from us,” said Melanie 
Benjamin, ' vice president of 
administration and finance for the 
Mille Lacs Band of Ojibwe Indians 
in Minnesota; 

The bill was opposed, however, 
by the nation^ governors,* who 
said it would force them to accept 
gambling they might not wont and 


limit their ability to.oegotiate regu- 
latory compacts wlffi tribes. 

Some governors urged considdu* 
tion of a House alternative they said 
maintains their bargaining rights and 
places toughs resmctlons on Indian 
gotnbling operations.

may lose fed tutoring

' RUPERT - Minidoka County 
trustees and parents are concerned 
their junior high schooI~studcnts 
might lose access to a federal tutor* 
ingprogram. 

: “We’re following the federal 
guidelines," explained assistant 
superintendent Robert 'Pavlock after 
Tuesday night’s school district meet- 
ing, in which the program, called 
Title 1 , was pulled from junior high 
schools. 

; More stringent federal regulations 
and tighter budgets have spurred the 
district to use Title 1 resources sole- 
ly at the elementary school level. 

' Pavlock said the fcderal^idelines 
mandate those funds be used only 
for the places deemed most impor- 
tant. “I hate to say this, but that’s not 
at the junior.high level," he said. 

■ He cited low standardized test 
scores among the district’s elemen- 
tary school students. Last year, the 

' district’s sixth-graders scored at the 
36th percentile, the 50th percentile 
is considered to be the national aver- 
age. 

.Parents don’t like the idea of tak-' 
iiig the Title 1 program away from 
junior high school students, trustees 
said. 

i "There’s an awful lot of people^ 
out there who arc upset," board: 
chairman Bill Hepworth said. • ' 

■ The trustees have agreed to 
distribute letters to parents 
explaining the reasons for their 
decision. 

’ East Minico’s two Title 1 teach- 
ers, who were helping about lOO.stu- 


dents, have been reassigned to clc* 
mentory schools. 

■ Title 1 students at East Minico 
who had been butiched together 
along with other students last year 
will be dispersed to other class- 
rooms. East Minico Principal Dave 
Borden said most teachers will have 
about two former Title 1 students in 
their classrooms. 

If those students can’t keep up, 
Borden suggested the district find 
other ways to help, asking for volun- 
teer help or finding additional 
money to be used for assistance. 

“It’s something wc’ll just have to. 
look at," he said. . 

Money for the program, which 
used to be called Chapter I, is based 
on the number of students who 
receive free and reduced-price 
lunches. Pavlock said fewer junior 
high students have filled out the nec- 
essary eligibility forms. 

In other business, the school board 
reluctantly approved arequest by'the 
district’s mmsportation 'committee to 
obtain bids to contract its busing out 
to a private company. Trustees, and 
in particular, George MacDonald, 
said they would have preferred 
knowing about the committee’s 
intentions earlier. “Why wasn’t the 
board told?" MacDonald asked. . 

Transportation committee mem- 
bers had discussed the idea for more 
than a year without notifying school 
board members, with the exceiftion 
of Hepworth, who said he was aware 
of the discussions. 

Committee member Scott 
Stevenson noted that 25. of 1 13 
school districts in Idaho contract 
their busing.

Fire destroys ex-internment camp budding

! BURLEY - Flames leveled a build- 
. Ing Wednesday afternoon that wos 
used during World War II to intern 
Joponese-Americans. The building 
was located on a farm at 200 South, 
390 Et^t in Burley 

■ It took 11 nrcflghters and two 
engines otic hour to contain the fire at 
(lie farm owned by Jim Bronson, 59. 
Three paramedics also responded, 
though there were.no injuries. 

The fire was likely caused by an 
embn* left over from’ Bronson’s bum- 
' ing weeds north of the building 
Tuesday night, said North Cassia 
Rural Fire District Captain Craig 
Thompson. 


A 1991 Geo Storm, a Honda ihotbr- 
cycle, two riding lawnmowers, a num- 
ber of tools and some antiques were 
destroyed in the fire. . 

“I’ll be finding stuff I’m missing for 
the n^t month or two," Bronson said. 

Bronson estimated the value of his 
lost property at 522,000. 

Bronson said his father- bought the 
building in the late 1940s and he 
helped transport it from the Minidoka 
Relocation Center northwest of Eden, 
commonly known as the Hunt Camps. 
The camps were used to house 
Japanese-Americons, who were dis- 
trusted by the U.S. govanment during 
' World War II. Bronson’s wife Linda, 
49, said the building had rising sun 
symbols pointed on it.' 

She was at home when the fire was 


repotted, but did not notice it. 

Bronson has used the building os a 
shop, tool-shed and farrowing pen for 
pigs, It has tx»n in its present location 
for the post 25 years, he said. Before 
that it was used as a daily bam a quar- 
ter-mile cost ofiis present location. 

The fire was reported by a J.R. 
Simplot Co. flddman checking pota- 
toes in the field noitl) of the building 
at 2:48 p.m. Wedne^y. 'The fire was 
contained at 3:40. 

*Bronson was burning weeds on the 
north end of the building Tuesday 
night.' He said he sprayed water on the 
areanexttothe’shM. 

’. “I had it all wet down there I 
thought, but evidently I didn’t,’’ he 
said. 

An ember likely blew under the 


building and smoldered all night, said 
Copt. Craig Thompson Of the North 
Cassia Rural Fire District. 

Thompson said that in addition to 
wetting the ground, people burning 
weeds near a building should remove 
all objects in a lO-foot radius. 

Sergeant Kirby Harkness of the 
Cassia County Sheriff's office said it’s 
not unusual for a fire to. remain dor- 
mant overnight and then rekindle the 
next day. Harkness is also a captain in 
the Heybum Fire Department. 

“Even people, out burning trash 
have got to make sure it's dead out 
because wind like we’ve got will bring 
it right back,"he said. 

Firefighter Jeny Schroeder estimat- 
ed the wind speed at between 25 and 
30 mph.

Poll predicts tough fight for anti-gay initiative 


BOISE (AP) 7 An independ^t 
public opinion survey released on 
Wednesday s»*ggcsts that despite its 
near victory in 1994 tjic Idaho 
Citizens Alliance. may face a more 
antagonistic electorate in its 1996 
campaign to enact ah 'anti-^ay initia- 
. live. . 

But Alliance founder Kelly 
Walton discounted the. appearance 
of a trend against the proposition. . 

; The sixth annual. Idaho Public 
Policy -Opinion Survey, conducted 
this winter by thc'Boisc State 
University Survey Research Center, 
found only 38 percent of the respon- 
dents who went to the polls last 
November soid they voted for the 
initiative even thou^ it polled 49,6 
percent of the vole. 

Center Director David Scudder 
said the seeming contradiction could 
be the result of ’’selective mcmoiy” 
in which the respondents, knowing 
the outcome of the election and the 
events and rhetoric that followed it, 
expressed the way they wish they 
had voted. 


And when 
c'oupled with 
the fifth annual 
survey’s results 
on prc-cIcction 
public opinion 
on the anti-gay 
initiative, there 
• appears to be 
growing oppo- 
sition' to the 
Walton prohibition 

waiton against state or 

local laws pro- 
tecting homosexuals from discrimi- 
nation. 

In the survey conducted in the fall 
of 1993, 51 percent of those with a 
position on the issue said they 
favored the anti-gay initiative. 

A year later when the polls 
closed, just unddr'40 percent voted 
for it, ond the new survey of 572 
people conducted in late February 
and early March found just 38 per- 
cent saying they supported 
Proposition One. 

The poll -of randomly selected 


respondents statewide had a margin, 
of error of plus or minus four per- 
centage points. 

In addition, 44 percent opposed 
legislative action to implement any 
of the provisions of the initiative, 
which included a ban on homosexu- 
al rharriages which arc not currently 
legally recognized in the state. 

Walton suggested, however, that 
as with polls preceding last falls 
election that showed Proposition 
One being decisively dclcatcd, 
respondents may have again not 
been candid about their feelings. 

. ’’The biggest factor in polling on 
this issue is that the people planning 
on voting yes don’t really want any- 
body to know. they’re voting yes or 
why they’re voting yest,” he said. 
"And there is an intimidation factor 
on this. They don’t know who the 
pollster is and they don’t want to 
wind up having retribution go 
against them.” 

Waiton is currently considering 
whether to modify his new initia- 
tive in response to criticism from 


Attorney General Alan Lance 
before beginning to collect the 
41,335rrcgistcrcd voter signatures 
needed to put' it on the November 
1996 ballot. 

Walton has maintained that the 
loss last fall by just 3.100 votes was 
in large part due to the fact that a 
significant number of voters were 
confused and believed that to pro- ' 
hibit anti-discrimination laws for. 
homosexuols they needed to vote 
’’no.” 

“I think the tide is turning.” 
Walton said when he formally pro- 
posed the new version of the initia- 
tive. He specifically cited the huge 
Republican victories in Idaho ond 
nationwide last fall as evidence of 
shifting public sentiment. 

And the new Boise State survey 
substantiated that. It found that 
Republicans or people leaning that 
way were much more likely to have 
voted for the initiative than either 
independents or Democrats, who 
comprise 51 percent of the elec- 
torate.

Lcading.the way was Arkansas, 
reporting a 3:7 percent increase in 
income, followed by Nebraska at 
3.3 percent. Other leaders were 
North Carolina, 2.6 percent; 
Nevada and Louisiana, 2.5 per- 
cent; Georgia, 2.4 percent; and 
Arizona, Iowa and New Mexico; 
each 2.3 percent. 

North Carolina benefited from a 
big increase in farm income 
cxcludihg subsidies, the govern- 
ment said, while Nevada, 
Georgia, Arizona and New 
Mexico were boosted by large 
gains in manufacturing pajwlls. 

The states with reduced 
incomes were North Dakota, 
down 3.4 percent; Montana, off 2 
percent; and South Dakota, 
declining 0.7 percent. Slow grow- 
ing states ’were Oklahoma, up 0.4

ST. MARIES (AP) — Maintain- 
ing them is no cosy task, but the vin- 
tage railroad cars of the St. Maries 
'River Railroad keep rolling alqng, 
providing loggers and lumber mills 
the same vital transport that's been 
, in use for most of this century. 

The short-line railroad’s equip- 
ment includes a crane built in 1908, 
a 1925 virilagc water tanker and 
many log cars dating back to the 
1940s and '50s. / 

‘it’s just a continuous battle,” 
mechanic Charlie Reynolds said. 
“When you’ve got as much old stuff 
as wc’vc got, you’ve got to stay on 
lop of it.” 

The St. Maries line itself dates 
back just 15 years. That was when 
the Milwaukee Road Railroad pulled 
out of the West, a move that threat- 
ened to leave loggers and lumber 
mills in the area without their trans- 
portation link. Residents feared 
Potlatch Corp. would close its St. 
Maries sawmill. 

Instead, Potlatch paid S4.5 million 
for five locomotives, dozens of rail 
cars and 1 15 miles of track, and the 


St. Maries River Railroad was bom. 

'Logs are trucked from forests to 
Clorkia, about 65 miles southeast of 
Spokone, Wash., where they are 
loaded onto rail cars. Trains chug 
north to' St. Maries and leave the 
town loaded with shipments of ply- 
wood, studs, wood chips, pulp woM 
and garnet sand from the near^ 
Emcnjld Creek Garnet mine. 

The Stl Maries is one of more than 
300 short line railroads that have 
formed since 1980, said Bill Lofius, 
president of the American Short 
Line Railroad Association in 
Washington, D.C. 

The increase came following mas- 
sive railroad bankruptcies in the 
Northeast, iuid was further stimulat- 
ed by railroad deregulation in the 
1980s. 

Nationwide,* there arc 541 short 
lines — including at least two others 
in Idaho and six in Washington state 
— and 12 major railroads. Besides 
mills, the smaller rail lines serve 
quarries, factories, food processors 
and grain elevators. 

The Sl Maries line turned a mod- 


est profit of about $43,<XH) in the lost 
fiscal-year on on operating budget of 
about 52 million, General Manager 
Gerald Allen said. 

In its 15-ycar existence, the line' 
has received about S6 million in 
stotc and federal grants to repair its 
tracks. Last week, the Senate 
’ Commerce Committee set aside S25 
million nationwide to continue the 
Local Freight Rail Assistance 
Program,. 

Lofius sM establishing and run- 
ning a shtSft line can be difficult. 
Financing Is hard to get, and sections 
of track used often have been 
neglected. for years os a larger rail- 
road prepared for abandonment. 

Though the St.' Maries railroad 
relics on the sometimes volatile tim- 
ber industry, Allen predicted it 
would be running for years to come. 
He said Potlatch's private holdings 
are extensive enough to buffer the 
company-some'what-from market 
chtmgcs, though he would like to 
diversify freight 

“It’s pretty stable, but you’re 
always concerned,” be said.

Battle for northwest enclave ^

ZAGREB, Croatia (AP) — The 
battle raging just south of here 
oround the Bosnian enclave of Bihae 
threatens to ignite renewed war in 
Croiuia and a wider regional conlliet. .

The Croats see the Serb capture of 
two U.N. “safe areas” in eastern 
-'Bosnia as writing on the wall for 
Bihae and for Croatia. 

“It reminds us of ancient Greek 
dramas, where the chorus is saying 
ahead of time what will happen," 

. said Ivan Slmonovic, a deputy for- 
eign minister. 

As he spoke lost week, rebel Serbf 
in Croatia and Bosnia launched aii . 
offensive that so far has gained thei^ * 
32 square miles in Bihae enclave, 
some 40 miles south of here, and 
sent thousands of civilians fleeing. '' 

“It is clear the international com- 
munity failed in the case of 
Srebieoica. Jt would be a disastrous 
tragedy for the people of Bihae and 
Croatio’s strategic interests should 
the some thing happen to Bihae,” Ivo 
Sanader, another deputy foreign min- . 
istcr, told Croatian television 
Mon^y. 

“Croatia reserves the right fo, - 
choose the right moment and place 
for its intervention ... and it will 
done in agreement with our allies,” 
he said, noting U.S. Ambossador 
Peter Galbraith attended weekend 
(alks where Croatian. and Bosnian 
leaders pledged joint elTorts to save 
Bihae.

enclave's northern edge. 

Croatia has been spoiling for a 
fight ever since Moy, when it recap- 
tured U.N.-protcctcd, Serb-held ter- 
ritory southeast ofZagrcb. 

U.N. pcaccl^cepcrs deployed in 
four sectors oi Croatia after o six- 
month Serb-CroQt war in 1991 left 
about a third of the cquntry in rebel 
hands and an estimated 10,000 peo- 
ple dead.

OHIOPYLE, Pa. — What do George 
Washington and whitewater rafting have 
in common?. ' 

The answer to thiS' sporting piece of 
trivia is the Youghiogheny River in , 
southwestern Pennsylvania. - 

When Washington, a young surveyori 
in the service of His Majesty King 
George II, cut through here in 1753 he 
came upon three rivers joining at an 
idyllic spot. 

In his reports, he wrote that someday 
the site would hold a great city. 

Not much has happened. Instead of 
Pittsburgh, 80 miles to the northwest, 
there is the sleepy village.of Conflu- 
ence, population 1,100. 

The Casselmon and the Laurel con-- 
verge with the Yock, as the locals pro- 
nounce it, and Confluence remains a 
sweet secret. 

Not so Ohiopyle, the next town over a 
ridge through which runs the north- 
bound Youghiogheny. It has become the 
rafting capital of western Pennsylvania. 

Whitewater rafting is the bumpy art of 
traveling downstream through rapids ' 
(thus “white” water) aboard inflatable 
rafts that bounce over or off rocks. 

In the last 25 years, it ha's become a 
Recreational industry of considerable di- 
mension in 22 states from Maine to 
Alaska, with about 2 million rafting 
trips sold each year by whitewater out- . 
fitters. 

America Outdoors-, based in 
Knoxville, Tenn., has 340, such organi- 
.zations within its membership^ and the 
sport continues as a growth business. 

Wilderness voyageurs in Ohiopyle 
— claims-to-be-the-oldest-rafting-outflt-in— 
the Eastern states. r • 

Lance Martin, an active can^oeist or 
'the weekend sort, came ro Ohiopyle 
from Pittsburgh in J964 and began tft 
■ take people down the Ydck in a blo^Ik 
. raft.. . ' ■ , ■■■ V, 

. ' It is a river of unsurpassed beauty^ that 
comes in' three ports — Upper, Middle 
and Lower and whose rapids range 
ffom gentle to tumultuous. 


The most gentle section runs from 
Confluence to Ohiopyle, about eight 
miles. 

"Great for families,” says Eric Martin. 
One reason is that boys and girls enjoy 
splashing mom and dad. 

Eric is the 25-ycar-old son who now 
runs the business, which boasts 15,000 
customers a year. Charges run from S20 
to S52 on a Saturday. 

Typical is a five-hour voyage broken 
by a pause for a catered lunch bn a big 
rock. / 

i was a recent paddler on the Upper 
Yock with my group of annual regulars, 
and we managed to slide through the 
toughest rapid. Pin Ball & Dimple by 
name, without losing anyone overboard. 

That has not always been the cose. 

Risk taking in recreational sports ap- 
peals to Americans, and thus we have 
bungee jumping, hong gliding, heli-ski- 
ing, rocic climbing, sl^diving and white- 
water rafting. 

Outfits like' Wilderness Voyageurs 
keep the risks under control, beginning 
with a safety lecture before every trip. 

A covey of young guides in kayaks 
surrounded the dou^nut-like rafts that 
carry .three or four passengers each, 
novices 'to experts. 

Because I have done a lot of rafting — 
and love it — I considered myself im- 
mune‘to falling out. 

Not so. 

On this lost trip, I was catapulted into 
the river wi^ a companion after a new, 
experimental raft slarnmed its port side 
into a rock face.

Jet Skis ruin the little peace that remains 


Flowerjs have Sawtooth 
still in blooming season

AVALON, N.J. — While I was standing on 
the shores’ of Townsends Inlet last Sunday, 
watching a few dozen Jet Skiers rip through the 
water, a variation of a popular joke ran through 
my mind. 

Question: What dcyyou call 1,000 Jet Skis 
• chained together at Uw bottom of the ocean? 

.Answer: A good stw. 

Forget hurricanes, oil spills, red tide, raw 
sewage, and the melting of the polar ice caps. 
These are not the real threats to our coastal 
, communities. The real threat is these little ma- 
chines, their drivers tearing willy-nilly across 
the waves, like water bugs on speed. 

Some, like my friend Buck, call the waVerun- 
ners thrilling, exciting and fun to ride. I call 
them a monumental pain in the neck. Their fre- 
netic whiiie has drowned out the sound of the 
wind end the surf on many of the nation’s wa- 
terways. 

Anyone who was on Townsends Inlet over 
the Fourth of July weekend could have, come to 
only one conclitsion: The J.cl-Skt flotilla has run 
amok. 

Townsends Inlet, which separates Avalon 
from Sea Isle City, alrcody-was crowded with 
boats. Into this seascape roared the kamikaze 
brigades on their personal water croft. They cut 
in and out am 9 ng the boats, jumping their 
wakes. They roared under the inlet bridge, 
buzzed fishermcm, and paid no attention to regu- 
lations against making wakes near docks or oth- 
er vessels. Some seemed close to reaching their 
maximum cruising speed '4*obout 55 mph. 

It was a scene so chaotic, so. frill of hotdo^- 
gers, that it would have been comical were it 
not threatening the safety of everyone on the 
water. That point was brought home the next 
day, when d man on a wavemnner.wos seriously 
injured when he collided with another waverun- 
ner in tho bay behind neighboring Stone Harbor. 

They seem to be everywhere. 

When 1 fished the flat^ In the Florida Keys in 
May, Jet-Skiers constantly .whipped past me, 
spooking the boneflsh and dashing any chance 
of my catching one. Last month, on the Susque- 
hanna River, waverunners shattered thc.tran-' 
quility by running aimlessly back and forth. 
And along the Jersey Shore, the number of per- 
sonal water croft seems to have exploded in the 
last year. Not only do the waverunners roam the 
back bays, they have taken to cruising close to

the beaches. 

Capt. Bill Gronikowski. the chief of the New 
Jersey State. Police’s Marine Law Enforcement 
Bureau, said the number of waverunners legjs- 
lercd in the state hOs doubled in the last year to 
about 15,000. And both he ond Capt. Mike 
McKcmon, the Coast Guard’s group comman- 
der in Cape May, said many of those who sit 
’ astride these machines seem to hove no knowl- 
edge of the marine rules of the road or interest 
in following them. 

“The general feeling of those who patrol the 
Water is that you have people who are not abid- 
ing by the rules of the road, who are exceeding 
speed limits affd moving erratically around 
boats and swimmers,” McKeman.said. rPerson- 
al water craft con be quite a nuisance both from 
a noise standpoint and from the anxiety they 
create in other people on the water.” 

Though Jet Skis make up only 7 percent of . 
the 189,000 boats registered in New Jersey, 
they account for onc-third of all marine acci- 
dents and nearly two-thirds of water-safety vio- 
lations, Gronikowski said. 

After witnessing the threc-rj^g personal-wa- 
ter-craft' circus on Townsends Inlet, I. went — 
frill of bile and righteims indignation — to see 
my friend Buck Fleming in Sea Isle City. 

Fleming, a former real estate developer, 
now helps his son Kevin run the Pier 88 mari- 
na in Sea Isle City. Kevin Fleming rents boats 
and personal water craft. Buoif>PIemtng loves . 
waveninners, which .he calls ”America*s 
boats.” 

Buck Fleming-— who, at 58, is 16 years my 
senior — informed me that I was a curmudgeon 
to be complaining about personal water craft, 

■ which he said were a thrill to ride. 

“I love it,” said Fleming, whose deeply 
tanned face is framed by a neatly trimmed white 
beard. “I ride a wavenmner five times a week. 
It's exciting. If I were 25, I'd be blasting up the 
surf in one.” 

Fleming has been visiting the Jersey Shore 
since he was an infant, and he says the fight 
over waverunners Js nearly identical to other 
water-recreation battles in recent decades. He 
has seen the battles over water-skiing and over 
allowing Hobic Cats on the beach, and he pre- 
diets the brouhaha over personal water craft will 
subside os well. 

“These are new people to (be water who have 


every right to use the water — sensibly,” FIoih 
ing sai± “Every ncw‘vessel has had to fijght for 
its space on the water, an<f that’s what s hap| 
peningixnv.” . , j. i 

In New Jersey, boat operators — including 
those on wavcr;unncrs — need not have He ens y 
or take marine safety courses to run on the waj 
ter. Fleming says it would be disastrous to 

giif-h a requirement, which he says would 
devastate the boat-rental bhsiness alcmg the 
coast, 

The answer, be says, is better education and 
cnforcctnenL Marina operator^ such u his son,' 
do deserve credit for confining their Jet-Ski 
renters to certain parts of the bay and for send- 
ing out private patrols to make sure the Jet- 
Skiers obey safety rules. Most of those on 
Townsends Inlet appparently owned their ownj 
waverunners, which cost about S5.000. . 

When it comes to personal water craft, how-; 
ever. Buck Fleming ^ I part ways. Hobie Cats 
are far fewer in number, aM they are quiet Wa- 
tcr-sldcrs never filled the back bays in the nura- 
bds that Jet-^ers do today.. • 

The operators of these machines have a nght 
to be on the water, but — as the cliche goes -r 
their ri^ts end where others’ begin. 

“If they continue doing what they're doing; 
they will put themselves out of business.” 
Gronikowsld said. . { 

Given the growing number of boats, wavenmr 
nets and accidents. Gronikowski favors lequirr 
ing safety courses and licenses for opera lots of 
t^ts and Jet Skis. , 1 

Some states and locales already have^ restnet- 
ed waverunners. New Hampshire, for instanos, ' 
barred them on 15 of its 22 major lakes, 
Gronikowski said. On Budd Lake — New Jct- 
sey’s largest natural — waverunners have |‘ 
been baimed on summer w ee kends and faoli-. x 
days. ■ , .

VS^y do we need machines whose role pur- 
pose is to speed over the water, creating a diii^ 
and spooking marine life? ?

Wakeboarders give a new turn 
to not-so-normal water ski tour

BRIGHTON. Mich. — Drop 
Mike WeddiogtOD .off at a snow- 
, board gatfaeriog and the' 20-year* 
oid No^ Carolinian would blend 
in immediately among the other 
grunge-accoutred aficionados. 
But it*s bard to miss him here on 
Kent Lake, shoulder-length hair 
flying wildly as he completes a 
high-speed flip eight feet above 
the water. 

:/Oh. yeah, you con get hurt. 
Once in a while you get some rib 
compression from your lifejacket 
if you land flat, or you can catch 
an edge and land, on your face," 
said Weddingtoo, one' of the 
nation’s best wakeboarders and a 
competitor on the Budwciser 
Water' Ski Tour. "But after you 
leant the basic techniques, most 
of: the tricks ore pretty easy and 
pret^ consistent" 

' A wakeboard looks like a fat 
snowboard with a pair of water 
ski bindings. Like snowboarding, 
the wakeboarder corves turns by 
bc^ leans and rocking the board 
fhnn front edge to back. And like, 
snowboarders, wakeboarders can 
do flips, spins in the air or on the 
water and other acrobatic stunts. 

Eiean Tuieol, a spokesman for 
the Budwciser tour that visited 
Island Lake State Recreation 
Area near Brighton, said wake- 
boards are the new rage . on 
America’s lakes, outselling 
sl^om skis by about 4-1. 

' "Wakeboards have a shorter 
Ipammg curve thw slalom skiing, 
s^'d it doesn’t require a tourna- 
ment ski boat to pull one. You 
can tow a wakeboard behind a jet 
ulri," Turcol said. "And it’s noto 
di^plined sport, like slalom ski- 
ingl'lt’s all tricks and fun.” 
'.There’s no love lost between 
the’ wakeboarders, ' mostly 
20sometbings 'dressed in 
"California surfer-dude style, and 
-the slightly older slalom skiers 
who used to be the upchallenged 
stars of the pro tour. Before 
wakeboarding came along, the 
' slalom skiers occupied the same 
niche as the aerialists in a circus, 
and' everyone else paid obeisance. 
..ft takes years to create a pro 


slalom skier, and many have 
trained rigorously since toddler- 
hood.' So the skiers were not 
amused by the antics, outlaw 
style or instantaneous popularity 
of the wakeboarders, some of ' 
whom made the transition from 
snowboarding and skateboarding 
in a couple of years. 

“Slalom skiers ore out there in 
tight spandex and color-coordi- 
nated stu^, and we wear ^ggy 
shorts and T-shirts,” said Cobe 
Mikacich, 23, a Californian who 
lives and trains near Orlando, Fla. 
"We just like to be comfortable, 
but some of them see us as kind 
of thumbing our noses at them.” 

Weddington said, "Slalom 
skiers go out and do the same 
thing every time. They don't 
want to vary their routine. It's 
bard, but it's kind of boring. 
Thot’s why wakeboarding is so 
much fun; we're always doing 
something different. We score 
higher for having variety in our 
routine. The spectators love all 
the flips and twists and stuff. It's 
more exciting. They're inventing 
new tricks every week.” 

' While about 100 touring pros 
competed at Island Lake (the tour 
has 10 events nationally), the 
prize money of 52,000 for first 
down to $150 for sixth in each, 
discipline isn’t enough for most' 
to make a living. That comes 
from sponsors who offer boards, 
wet suits, tow ropes, boots and 
other gear for a sport tbot has 
grown' large enough to have its 
own magazine. 

.. Dave Goode of Waterford, 
Mich.', whose Goode -Ski 
Technologies will soon offer qn 
ultra-light, carbon-fiber wake- 
board, said wakeboard speeds ore 
usually 18-20 miles per hour, 
allowing them. to be towed by 
small, inexpensive boats. 

He said beginner boards are 
about $300, average boards $450- 
' 500 and premium models over 
S600, and added that "a lot of peo- 
ple who buy twginner models find 
that they outgrow them quickly and 
find themselves looking for a sec- 
ond board. They’d probably be bet- 
ter off buying a slightly better, 
board to start with.” . 


David Chapman, a professional 
snowboafder and wakeboarder 
who wori:s for Goode, said many 
cheaper boards have simple foot 
straps instead of water ski bind- 
ings, “and when you get air 
(jump) with them, it’s really 
scary. They just kind of dangle 
under your feet.” Chapman said 
cheaper boards also usually much 
heavier, making aerial stums 
hardefr*" 

In addition to style, the wake-' 
boarders brought an entire vocab- 
ulary with them from the baW- 
pipes and ski slopes. 

Faking means riding back- 
wards, a tantrum is a back flip, an 
air mobius Is a front flip with a 
full twist, and goofy-fooiers'ride 
left-foot forward. 

A rider who is pumped up and 
confident is stoked, and when one 
performs perfect turns and flips, 
one is shredding. 

The Bud Water Ski Tour 
offers competition in six disci- 
plines, including men’s and 
women’s slalom, men’s dis- 
tance jump, men’s freestyle 
jump, wakeboarding and knee- 
boarding. There will also be 
two speciol events for women, 
distance jumping and figure 
skiing; . 

"In the past, we took the tour to 
'medium-sized markets like 
Hartford; Conn., and Seattle. This 
year we added two big-10 cities, 
Philadelphia and Detroit,” Turcol 
said.

Get a grip on backpacks

So school is the lost thing on your 
child’s mind and yours — right? 

It’s understandable, but if you 
wont to minimize stress on your 
psyche and your budget, this is the 
ideal time to start thinking about 
bock-to-school needs. 

Such as backpacks. 

They’re indispensable. Everyone 
uses them to carry books, notepa- 
per. pencils, pens and the important 
stuff 'needed to get through a day at 
school. They’re also with you day 
after day after day. You change 
clothes, shoes and jackets, but you 
seldom change backpacks. 

While it might seem like just one 
. of many necessary purchases, it’s 
one 'that should be made with core. 
Carol Schmitz, children’s luggage 
manager for Land's End catalogs, 
put together a checklist to guide 
parents when shopping for back- 
packs. - • ■ 

I * Look for age-appropriate sizes 
and features. 

: A pre-schoo^cr will deal better 
with Velcro tab closures than a latch 
that might pinch their fingers. As 
dexterity improves, kindergartners 
can use zippers, but give them help 
by looking for ones with big tabs 
attached to the zipper pull fbr an 
easy'grip. Save the brass hardware 
closures fbr older kids. 

Reflective tape is a good safety 
feature; especially for younger 
- children. If your child thinks 
reflective .tape is only for babies, 
look for packs where the tape is 
incorporated into the design and is 


less noticeable. 

* Look for function and case of 
use.- 

A shell without inner and outer 
pockets' means there's no. way to 
organize the contents. Pockets need 
to have enough depth to hold pen- 
' cils, computer disks, pogs and other* 
items. Flat pockets may look nice,- 
but they don’t always work well. 

' * Look for durable fabric. 

The last thing you need is a flim- 
sy backpack. Look for lightweight 
but tou^ nylon, reinforced canvas, 
suede, rip-resistant polyester or 
leather. ' 

* Look for reinforcement factors. 

Outward appearances count, but 

what’s inside ebunts more. Look' at 
seams to sec if there is binding to 
prevent unraveling. Check to see if 
the backpack has a tested weight 
limit. The ones sold by Land’s End 
ore tested to hold 90 pounds, which 
is a lot more books than any child is 
going to carry, but it's assurance the 
pack will, hold up to rough treat- 
ment. Make sure the bottom has a.

“Parents need to be aware that 
over the summer their children 
may have forgotten, the safety 
lessons they learned from the pre- 
vious years." she says.

“AstfuTu is a leading cause of 
school absenteeism, and exercise 
is a e'ommon trigger," says Dr. 
Dan K. Seilheimer, associate 
director of clinical pediatrics at 
Baylor College of Medicine. “But 
it doesn’t have to be a barrier to 
/ sports participation." 

Children who.have been Uiughi 
how to use inhalers properly 
should *be allowed to <smy them, 
adds Christine Waldmon Wagner 
of the Children's Asthma Center 
at Texas Children's Hospital. 
Mqst schools restrict the use of 
inhalers because of potential 
abuse, though the restrictions 
have been successfully ch'ol- 
lenged in several places, she says. 

Wait until the bus comes to a 
complete st<^ before exiting, and 
exit from the, front of the bus. 

■ Bikes.. You must by law wear 
a helmet every time you bike to 
school. If y^ou’re under 10, you 
shouljd not ndc on the road with- 
out direct adult supervision. 
Choose safe cycling routes, keep- 
ing in mind that fast-moving traf- 
fic streets are not appropriate for ‘ 
young cyclists with limited irafTic^ 
experience. 

If you commute by bike, you 
should follow the same rules of 
the' road that apply to all vehicles. 
Avoid risky behavior and learn to 
not make false assumptions about 
other vehicles at intersections.

Watch for other asthma triggers 
such as weather changes, colds or 
flu, allergens such os pet hair and 
pollens, irritants like tobacco 
smoke and pollution, and some 
medications. Even laughing and 
crying can cause an-attack in a 
student whose asthma is poorly 
controlled. * 

Appropriate medications ond 
communication with parents, 
coach, school nurse and teachers 
can help the child avoid attacks.

Your school should provide 
cyclists with safe areos, with 
racks in areas where there are few 
vehicles and pcdcstrions.

TWIN FALtLS — When college freshmen 
arrive -irt their dorm rooms for the first lime 
this fall, they will mostly likely encounter 
only the essentials — d desk, a chair, a bed 
and a roommate.

Most schools around 
the country use this kind of system because 


it makes it easier for the housing administra- 
tion to'match people up, he said. 

The second method is for the students to 
request a roommate. Oflcn, freshmen will 
know someone from' their high schools they 
will want to room with the, but Stanley 
warns against bunking with high school 
buddies. 

“People change between high school 
and college, so there may be huge dif- 
ferences in perspnality by the time the 
students actually begin living together." 
Stanley said. 

. CSI sophomore Steve Clegg found . 
out the hard way. He and a friend lived' 
togejherin'a room “the size of a jail 
cell” during their freshman year, and 
the situation went from bod to worse, Clegg 
said. 

“It just didn’t work out for us,” he said. 
His roommate, who didn’t have a job or 
money to buy food, constantly raided 
Clegg’s refrigerator, leaving no food — or 
money for reimbursement — behind, Clegg 
said. 

Another problem with the living situation 
was his roommate’s' habit of spreading

It’s back-to-s.chool time for adults, as well 


ROCHESTER, N.Y. fAP) — If 
you’re an adult going back to col- 
lege and nervous about how you’ll 
do, relax. Your life experience and 
maturity already have given you a 
head start. ' 

“Adulr learners really do better 
than traditional students,” says Bette 
Anne Winston, a continuing educa- 
tion advisor at Rochester Institute of 
Technology. “They’re more sclf- 
dircctcd and more focused.” 

Adults arc reluming to the class- 
rooms in record aumbers, she says, 
and many of them suiTcr from re- 
entry shock. "You may be the man- 
ager of a department and doing just 
fine, but you get . behind that class- 


room desk and all you can remem- 
ber is your lost negative classroom 
experience.” It may be necessary to 
forget those experiences’ before you 
can begin to leam i^ain, she adds. 

Winston suggests these, ways to 
case re-entry: 

• When your instructor is younger 
than you, give him or her a chance. 
Conversely, don’t feel threatened by 
this authority ftgure. 

• Don’t show off your expertise if 
you know more about a particular 
subject than your instructor. 
Participate in class, but don’t 
monopolize the discussion. 

•*'If you’re going back to school 
mainly because of economic and 


emproymcni changes, don’t let. 
resentment get in the way of your 
Icaniing. It’s OK to feel that way, 
Winston says. 

• Don’t assume that if you had 
trouble with a certain subject earlier 
in life that you can’t Icam it now. 

• If you feel rusty, brush up with 
refresher courses at your local board 
of cooperative educational services 
or high school. „ 

• Don’t forget what you found out 
the first time at school — that cram- 
ming doesn’t really work, especially 
now that you may have more 
responsibility and less stamina.’ 
Winston recommends periodic 20- 
minutc reviews to reinforce learning 


arid improve conccnirniion. 

• Don't start off with your weak- 
est subject. Get a good start with 
courses you know you’ll enjoy and 
succeed in. 

• This time, you’ll probably need 
a computer. But don’t invest in an 
expensive system until you’ve sam- 
pli^ a course. 

• Build a support network of fam- 
ily, friends, study groups and college , 
advisors. 

• Study with your children. In a 
role reversal, they may be able to 
help you this time. 

• And don’t be in a rush to finish. 
Take college at a slower pace, so 
you won’t burn out. '

Disabled children need 
individualized education 


OKLAHOMA CIT^ (AP) — You 
and your disabled child have legal 
riglits to special school proems, but 
it’s smart t;i check out services before 
enrolling, advises a program specialist 

Tlicse programs, mandated by the 
Individuals with Disabilities Education 
Act, come under the general term, 
"Individualized Education Pro^m,” 
and their quality con vaiy according to 
the school, says M'Lisa Shelden, phys- 
ical therapist at the University of 
Oklahoma Health Sciences Center. 

“Parents should concentrate on the 
T in ‘lEP.’ Look for an emphasis on 
individualized educational objects or 
goals, not an indication that all chil- 
' dren with similar disabilities are treat- 
ed the same," she says. . 

Good schools ask for parental input 
and make an effort to asscs^cach . 

Is yoiir child ' 
learning disabled?

Learning-disabled childrch can be 
best helped by early recognition and 
, intervention, says the National Center 
for Learning Disabilities. 

, Learning disabilities — including 
but not limited to dyslexia and atten- 
tion deficit disorder — affect 15 to 20. 
percent of all school-age childcn, esti- 
mates the National'Institutcs of Health. ' 

The NCLD advises parents to 
observe and record behavioral charac- 
teristics of the child, keeping in ’mind 
that developmental variations exist 
among all children. One of the most

individual child’s needs and abilities, 
Shelden says. 

"Many schools are starting to value 
information, such as what a child will 
eat for lunch, whether or not he or 
she can use the rest room without 
assistance, or what to do if thot child 
gets ongiy or becomes abusive," she 
says. ”Thcy’re usually happy to know 
because they want to be prepared." 

Parents shopld expect a copy of 
their basic rights under the programs 
soon after enrolling and become 
familiar with then% she says. 

Though details vary by state, federal 
law mandates that services be provided 
at no cost, and that if a child must attend 
another school (corhmon in smaller 
towns), it must be within a "reasonable 
distance.". Parents who drive their chil- 
dren to school when there is no school 
bus service must be reimbursed for 
mileage. Parents also have a ri^tto free 
legal counsel, mediation and due 
process, and they can request an !EP 
meeting when'they wish. 

Shelden says while it’s good that 
equipment such os wheelchair lifts bb 
provided, these things are not as 
important os the administration'^tti- 


tude and willingness to work with the 
parents and child. 

- The school is not responsible, how- 
ever, for physical, occupational or 
speech therapy unless it directly 
alTects a child’s ability to function in 
school. And Shelden cautions against ‘ 
asking for specific services and teach- 
ers in these areas. 

“Talk more in terms of goals and 
outcomes. Soy, ‘This year, 1 want my 
child to learn to walk around the 
classroom by himself, go to the bath- 
room by himself, and’ team the alpha- 
bet’ This information becomes a dri- 
ving force behind the lEP and gives it 
some direction.” 

Many disabled children have never 
spent time in a regular clossiwm, but 
their parents have that option if they 
want. "The process of inclusion is 
frightening for many parents because 
they're afraid other kids will tease their 
children or be mean to them,” Shelden 
says. "This may be true for older chil- 
dim who arc not familiar with students 
with disabilities, but inclusion is usual- 
ly a good idea when introduced at an 
early age, especially for children in 
preschool or landcrgnricn."

Parents of home-schooled kids face tough choices 


HOUSTON (AP) — Thousands 
.of American parents will be teach- 
ing their children at home this year, 
having made a difllcull and perhaps 
agonizing decision to bypass tradi- 
tional classroom education. 

The reasons they give arc many. 

The main one, according to Dr. 
Brian Roy, president of tho>Nalional 
Home Education Research Institute 
in Shlem, Ore., is connected with 
values, philosot)hy and religion. 
“The majority of home schoolers 
today arc basic biblical Christians, 
but you also hove Bahia, Mormon, 
New Age, Buddhist. Muslim and 
others. The diversity is amazing.” 

Dorothy W.crncr of the 
Cincinnati-based National 
Homcschool Association council, 
an umbrella organization for local 
and stale home-school organiza- 
tions, agrees. “A bare majority are 
what 1 would call evangelical 
Christian-motivated. Polincally, 
we*re all over 'the map from 
extreme right to extreme left, but 
most are in the middle." 

“About 'the only thing most 
schoolers hove in common is they 
like their own children. Thcy,like 
‘being with them,” she says. 

Ray, who cstimaies the number of 
home-schooled children in the 
United States could reach 1 million 
this year, says that many parents no 
longer trust the schools to uphold

the moral code they teach their chil- 
dren at home. And they want to pro- 
tect their children from the drugs, 
gangs, sex and violence that have 
become common at their local 
schools. ' 

Criiics'of home schooling, includ- 
ing Dale Lestin^bsenior lobbyist for 
the National Education Association, 
the nation's largest teacher's union, 
charge that home-schooled children 
may be shortchanged bj/ being 
unable to socialize their peers. 
Countering (hat charge, the home- 
school parents surveyed by Ra^ list- 
ed the desire to see tjieir children 
“properly socialized” as an impor- 
tant reason for their choice. 

They want to relieve their chil- 
dren of 'the tyrannizing peer pres- 
sure, snobbciy, cliques and racism 
often found in traditional class- 
rooms, he says. They contend that 
their children enjoy a healthy social- 
ization based on close family lies 
and a wide range of social contacts 
with people of all ages, under a

variety of circumstances. 

Home scjioolers ore often active 
in their church youth groups, ploy 
sports, go on field trips together, 
and take classes outside the home in 
such things as music^ art and gym- 
nastics. 

Some public school systems, such 
as the one in Ames, Iowa, arc exper- 
imenting with programs that let 
home schoolers participate iii spe- 
cial activities at their local school. 

Ray found that the third most 
common reason parents give for 


deciding to home school is acade- 
mics. Parents feel they can provide 
a custom-tailored education based 
on the talents and abilities of each 
child. Some use a standard curricu- 
lum, while others let their children 
learn at their own pace and pursue 
special interests in depth. 

Although Ray and his wife are 
home, schooling their six children, 
he and most proponents of home 
schooling caution that it is not for 
everyone. ‘ 

It means that one parent has to be 


home with the children, a financiol 
strain on many families in an econo- 
my gcaiied to dual incomes, and an • 
impossibility for most single-parent 
families. 

Another factor is that not all pott 
ents .want to spend that much time 
with their cbildreh. 

The future of home schooling 
might be something like that prac- 
ticed by Ida Stewart, a lawyer in 
Spring, Texas. She became interest- 
ed in home schooling three years 
ago when her son, then age 4, 
sh^owed he was determined to read 
whether she helped him or' not. 
Since she wanted him to Icam phon- 
.ics, she started teaching him herself, 
and in the process discovered many 
of the advantages of home school- 
ing. She has two other children, 6 
and 3, and plans to home school 
them as well. Meanwhile she has 
kept iip what she describes as a 
small, select law practice. "All my 
clienu understand I'm at home with 


my-ch^^d^e n ■ a n d - they -<^om&-fi^8^^ 
she says. 

Ray says home-based businesses 
arc very popular among home 
schoolers, espcciaiVy since the 
advent of the home computer and 
the Internet. “Even though mom 
might have to stay home, she ond 
the children might have a business 
that brings in an extra 300 bucks a 
month or more. It might cover the 
food bill, and that's a help to the 
family’s finances.” . 

Home schooling is legal in all 50 
states, although there is a wide vari,- 
ation in the way it .is regulated in 
each state. >

accepted at more than 240 colleges

Toughest part of homework is consistency

Homework happens. 

It's assigned because it reinforces 
what’s learned in school and estab- 
lishes study habits, educators say. 
But it's also a source of frustration 
and dispute for students, parents and 
teachers. 

Parents can teach by example, says 
Florence Eddins, a child psychioirist 
at 'Baylor College of Medicine in 
Houston. “Sit nearby with some 
work of your own. This way you 
give your child on idea of how lo do 
homework.” 

Potential family conflicts over 
establishing workable homework 
routines can be avoided by making 
ground rules at the start and sticking 
to them, says Joan Hinshaw, school 
program coordinator at Egleston 
Children’s Hospital at Emory 
Uhiversity in Atlanta. 

[Hinshaw recommends setting the 


tell parents what’s expected), helping 
the child create a calendar for incre- 
mental work on special projects, and 
asking lo see the homework every 
day, including grading and com- 
ments from the teacher. 

She also says that parents should 
decide how much they should 
.become involved in homework 
assignments with their child. It's 
important to establish availability, 
monitor progress and look at the 
completed assignments. 

Parents may be tempted to do the 
work themselves, but Hinshaw 
points ouLtbat will defeat one pur- 
pose of the work — to leach children 
to study independently. She says par- 
ents shouldn't erase or discard the 
child’s work, and if the work has 
obviously been done sloppily, ask 
the child to ^ again. 

“By picking up a pencil and cor- 
recting spelling errors or tossing an 
assignment and re-doing it with your 


that your child’s work is not good 
enough." 

Don't be too negative, or your 
child may become frustrated, she 
adds. ' 

Baylor’s Eddins says that parents 
must remember that what woriis for 
■the adults won’t necessarily work for 
the child. “A child’s attention span is 
much shorter. You may need unin- 
temiplcd quieUo get worlrdone, but 
your child may need short breaks.” 

Eddins stresses flexibility. Some 
children may work well with tclevi- 
^'sion or music in .the background or 
'need a play period before settling 
down to work. But if the parents find 
' the distractions arc becoming detri- 
mental; they should discuss it with- 
the child 'and try homework without 
-the music for a week to see how it 
goes. 

“If your child has trouble .estab- 
lishing a good routine, help them set 
time limits for completion," Eddins 
says. “Gradually you and your child 


will find what works best.” , 

Parents should acknowledge both 
successes and failures when the 
grades come in, Eddins soys. “The 
best reward is that parents take 
notice and admire their child’s 
efforts in school.”

Capital gains tax cut can benefit small i^estors

I A familiar refrain is resounding through 
Ihe land as the great Washington budget bal- 
fle intensifies. 

; 'Tax cuts for the rich ... tax cuts for the 
nch!” 

! Class warfare rides again and this time a 
Iccy part of it is a Republican proposal to re- 
duce the tax on capital gains. Opponents say 
it just would add to the wealth of the wealthy. 

If taxes arc reduced on profits from the sale 
of assets — everything from stocks and 
bonds to private homes and small shops — 
some rich people would benefit. But so 
would millions of not-so-rich who prudently 
invest a reasonable portion of their income 
instead of blowing it all. to satisfy every 
yearning. 

One salient truth oficn is overlooked in all 
the heated rhetoric over helping the rich, the 
“middle class” or whomever. Ours is'n copi- 
talistic economy, and the fuel that makes it 
run is capital. 

.Who cares if those who forgo frivolous

spending in favor of sensible saving and in- 
vesting pay less tax when they sell? If their 
buying and selling stimulates the econorhy 
and helps create thriving businesses, so be it. 

But oh, declare the objectors, that robs the 
federal treasury and forces the less, fortunate 
to make up the difference. Not so. History 
shows otherwise. 

In researching put debates over cutting tax 
' rates on capital gains, 1 resurrected a Decem- 
ber! 99 1 column that featured the thoughts of 
James R. Jones, who then was chairman of 
the American Stock Exchange. When Jones 
was a U.S. congressman, he and a fellow 
member, William Steiger, co-sponsored a bill 
in 1 978 to cut the tax in half, 

“There were all the some or^ments then 
that we’re hearing today,” he said. 

Opponents called it a boon for the rich that 
would lead, to lower government revenue and 
a rise in the federal deceit. Nevertheless, the 
bill passed and the result was quite the oppo- 
site. 


The tax reduction encouraged job-inducing 
investment and persuaded many holders of 
capital assets to sell them and invest the pro- 
ceeds elsewhere. Stimulative capital began 
flowing more freely. 

There’s a punch line to this little recollec- 
tion. While Steiger was a Republican, Jones 
was a prominent Demoemt, a former aide to 
President Lyndon Johnson who ran’ success- 
fully for Congress from,his home state of Ok- 
lahoma after the left the White House. 

Cutting capital gains taxes was not a parti- 
san move, then, nor should it be now. -It’s not 
really grist for the class warfare mill, either. 
Roughly SS million Americans were stock- 
holders when a New York Stock Exchange 
survey was conducted a few years ago. Since 
then, countless others have joined the ranks 
of investors, many through ownership of mu- 
tual funds.' 

The m)^ about “the rich" being the. only 
beneficiaries of low capital gains taxes has 
been punctured repeatedly. But the most 
compelling argument for such a reduction lies 
in its.volue os a boost for the entire American 
economy. 


Jones, now the Clinton-appointed U.S. am- 
bassador to Mexico, recalled what happened 
after the enactment of the cut he and Steiger 
sponsored during the Carter administration. 

“Entrepreneurship. flourished,” he said. 
“Silicon Valley in Califortua boomed with 
new start-up cothpanies. Route 128 near 
Boston became a hotbed of high-tech devel- 
opment What we did was moke rewards for 
investment activity grMtcr. And it worked.” 
That’s what capitalism is all about — not 
lining the p^kets of Wall Street millionaires 
but improving (he fortunes of millions of 
woriteis and investors on Main Street 
The budget resolution Congress adopted 
last month call^ for a sharp reduction in tax . 
rates on capital gains. So this potential aid to 
the nation’s faltering economy appears to be 
on its way. 

About the only thing that could derail it is 
misguided opposition based on the faulty 
premise that it’s good for the rich and bad for 
everyone else. As the world's role model for 
free market capitalism, the United States 
should reject that discredited idea once and 
for oil.

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Understanding myths 
key to overcoming 
fear of stock market

'Market drops can unsettle the most seasoned 
investor and raise fc;ars that a rout is in the ofT- 
ing. 

But unreasoning fear is an investor's worst cn* 
emy, financial advisers say. Anyone with a nest 
^ needs to separate market facts from market 
fiMioh. The following observations eon help. 

Myth: It's time to’get out of the maricet. 

Fact: There’s ho sure*flre way to call a market 
pe^ or to know for sure which way slocks are 
headed.' If there were such a method, everyone 
would use it which would immediately render 
it useless. (If everyone wanted to buy at ^e same 
time, who would they buy from? And vice ver- 
sa.) 

Maricet timers — investors who study various 
technical aspects of the market for buy and sell 
signs — believe they can come close. One of the 
most respected such timers, Dan Sullivan of Seal 
Beach, Calif., predicted stock prices would drop. 
But he did so in December, missing the seven- 
month rally that followed. 

Myth: Good for the economy should be 
good news for smts. 

Fact: As July 19 proved,.ofrcn it’s exactly the 
opposite. Federal Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan's cheeiy remorics about how weU 'the 
economy is doing squashed hopes that the Fed 
might lower interest rates: Low rates are better 
for stocks two ways: they"lower business cosu, 
which increases profits; and they , make other in- 
vestments like bonds less appealing. 

Mydnlhedn^wasasig^cant c o rrection. 

Fact: Analysts usually define a correction as a 
10 percent drop from a market- peak. The Dow 
Jones industrial average has shed 2 percent from 
Monday’s all-time high. By contrast, the 1987 
stock market crash saw the Dow lose 22 percent 
of its value in one day. 

The Nasdaq Stock Market's composite index 
— a small-company index that is heavily weight- 
ed with technology stocks — saw its second 
biggest point drop ever Wednesday (behind only 
Oct. 19, 1987). But as a percentage fall, it didn’t 
rank in the top 10. It’s off 5 percent from its 
• peak. , ' 

Myth: The week's technology stock rout 
proves that the mfonnation hi^tw^ is dead. 

Fact: Excitement about computing has helped 
push technology, stpeks*:^ on average— ^ sig- 
nificant gains.for' the year evcii after this week’s 
scIl-off. 


Chip-maker Intel’s stock lost S8 Wednesday 
but is still nearly twice its January low of 
S34.406. 

Computer giant IBM closed at S101.25, com- 
pared to a 1993 trough of $41. And software ti- 
tan Microsoft, which has fueled technology en- 
thusiasm with its upcoming Windows 95 prod- 
uct, dropped more than S7 to S94.50 -r- but it’-s 
up 57 percent for the year. 

Or take another measure: mutual ftmds that in.- 
vest in technology ftinds. Fidelity Select Elec- 
tronic dropped 7 percent !n two days. But weep . 
not for its investors; The fund is still up more 
than 70 percent for the year.

Fact: Financial, advisers recommend interna- 
tional investments os part of a portfolio precisely 
bcMUse other nations’ stock markets don't nec- 
essarily mii^or our own. Foreign stocks con add 
diversity and safety to your investments, since 
they often peak and decline on different cycles 
from the United Stales. ' — 

' Wednesday was a typically mixed day for 
most world markets. The Hong Kong stock ex- 
change was off 2 percent while Japan and the 
Netherlands were down-about 1 percent. Italian, 
Swedish and French exchanges posted modest 
gains. . • 

, Myth: The stock market is a risky place to put 
yonrmpney. 

' Fact: You con lose a lot of money in the stoqk 
market. You can also make a lot of money. And 
for people who wont to beat inflation and earn a 
.good renim on investments, stocks are the place 
to be, financial advisers say. 

Inflation and taxes eat away at money in “safe 
harbors" such as savings accounts and money- 
market mutual funds, making them appropriate 
places to store emergency cash but not invest- 
ments, said Karl Romero, a Tustin,'Calif., certi- 
fied financial planner. 

Consider this: if you bought stocks the day be- 
fore the 1987 stock market crash, your holdings 
would be worth more than twice os much today. 
That’s because the,^arkct recovered from its 
plunge and went on to post record gains. 

. “If you don’t believe the market is going to be 
double or triple what it is today, you might as 
well buy a big gun and some gold and a four- 
wheel-dnve and head to the mountains, because 
you’re basicoUy betting the cebnomyTS going to 
fall apart, " said Martin Klein, who teaches in- 
vesting at the University of California; Irvine.

Where are brave investors?

. NEW YORK — There is no mystery to the , 
‘whereabouts of small investors, the sort who once 
bravely ma^ their own stock picks and took re- 
sponsibility for their deebions, for better or worse. 

They have sought security in the crowd. They 
have succumb^ to the notion that they ate inade- 
quate to the task. They have turned over decision- 
makiog to the professionals. They are hiding out 
in mu^ ftmds. 

The surprise in all this b that individuals today 
have access to more securities and market infor- 
mation than ever before, a multiplication of data 
and opinion not foreseen as recently os a decade 
ago. 

The proliferation includes daily newspapers, 

' specialized publications, advisory services, radio 
and television programs, computer software, and 
desktop and even vest pocket quotation devices. 

On-line information comes at a fraction of the 
time and price' that similar research required jiut a 
, few years ogo, and it is presented more graphical- 
ly and clearly than ever. And you con buy or sell 
stocks with a few key strokes. 

All ihb, you might think, would promote indi- 
viduality, and to some -extent ft has. Millions of 
small investors have embraced the-new technolo- 
gy and made it their owitiBut more, it seems, now 
rely on others. 

Chans draw, a dramatic picture.. Individuals at 
first krm pace wth the surge in the number of mu- 
tual ftmds.in the late 1980s and on through 1992, 
but then the two lines became mirror images. 
Funds bou^t, individuob sold. 

Federal Reserve figures show mutual funds 
were net purchasers of U.S. corporate equities by 
SI28.8 billion in 1993 and SI 11.2 billion in 
1994. But household direct ownership fell by 
$28.5 billion and $76.4 billion. 


The trend continued into at least the first quar- 
ter of 1995, with funds adding, to ownership at a 
rate that, if maintained, would add $94 billion to 
their coffers while households were subtracting 
$84.3 billion from theirs. 

At least for the time being, the message of the 
mutual funds — that they have superior wisdom - 

— seems to be more convincing than that of the . 
data providers — that what they offer can moke 
you, the individual, an expert. 

Several ironies can be observed. First, while 
small investors are now provided with much of 
the same data available to the pros, they have 
chosen to. defer to the latter's alleged expertise 
and sometimes pay a fee for doing so. 

There is also this irony: Many of the profes- 
sionals believe that small investors can do as 
well or better than the' professionals,, and'some 
have publicly declared their conviction. 

- Peter Lynch, who built the huge Magellan 
Fund, wrote in-“Onc Up On Wall Street’? that 
any normal person "can pick stocks just as well, 
if not- better, 'thon the average Wall Street Ex- 
pert’’ 

And Gerald Perritt, who publishes newsletters 
and runs a mutual fund, comments that “If peo- 
ple knew how cosy investing is they wouldn’t 
need people like me.’’ 

Finally, there is the ultimate irony for those 
seeking securi^ in mutual funds: 

There is as little security in funds as in individ- 
ual slocks. So many abets and so much trading 
power are in the control of fund managers that 
mutual ’ftm^ are considered a potentially weak 
joint in the market ^tnicture. 

When individuals become disenchanted and 
sdl stock in a company they con cause its price 
to plunge. Funds are little different, except that 
when their investors sell they may have to sell, 
and the damage spreads more widely. .
